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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly indicative of the 
invention to which the claims are directed. 

The following title is suggested: DICOM command digital conversion method and system for 
remotely controlling a non-DICOM imager. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claim 10 is objected to because of the following informalities: 
Claim 10 fails to further limit the steps of the claimed method. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 

rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 8-11, 13-16 and 18-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Banks (US Patent No. 6,603,494), hereinafter Banks ('494), in view of Rothschild et al (US Patent No. 
6,678,703), hereinafter Rothschild (703). 

Banks ('494) teaches a method and system for remotely managing multiple non-DICOM imagers 
(ultrasound and MRI) via a remote device coupled to a network server, wherein the imagers have displays 
and wherein the remote device is configured to control the capture, storage and transmission of image 
data, as well as receive data from the imager after acquisition (col. 6 lines 1-22, col. 14 lines 57-col. 15 
line 11, col. 18 lines 48-52, col. 22 lines 22-34). Banks ('494) does not expressly teach a digital 
conversion device, nor does Banks ('494) explicitly state that the imagers are non-DICOM compatible. 
In the same field of endeavor, Rothschild teaches steps and elements for DICOM conversion interfaces 
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(i.e., digital conversion devices) (Fig. 9, col. 2 lines 54-56, col. 9 lines 3-9, col. 20 lines 13-39), and 
further teaches that such interfaces are useful for rendering non-DICOM imagers DICOM compatible, so 
that clinical centers may use images in DICOM format without having to replace their entire imaging 
systems. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of invention to have 
used the remote device and server elements of Banks ('494) with a non-DICOM imager and conversion 
interface as taught by Rothschild ('494), in view of the teachings of Rothschild ('494). 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 8-11, 13-16 and 1 8-26 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
